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A month ago, the fine men of 
the church insisted on the pastor 
taking a vacation, and provided an 
offering for that purpose. After 
the copy for the paper was pre- 
pared and the week’s work was 
well under way, last Wednesday 
afternoon we drove to Stamford 
where the editor preached in the 
First Baptist Church. We spent 
the night with Pastor and Mrs. 
Sam Morris. Stamford is 205 miles 
from Dallas. The next day Brother 
Morris and Mrs. Morris went with 
us, and we drove approximately 
400 miles to Carlsbad, New Mexico, 
where we spent the night. The 
next morning, we drove out twen- 
ty-six miles to the great Carlsbad 
Caverns, the largest known cave 
on earth. We found a large group 
waiting to descend into the cave. 
At 10:30 the guards unlocked the 
door, and under the direction of 
six guides, the party descended into 
the bowels of the earth, to walk 
about six and a half miles and to 
remain in the cave until four that 
afternoon. It was a delightful ex- 
perience and a glorious trip. I 
thank God that it was possible for 
us to take the trip. 


Facts About Carlsbad Caverns 


Carlsbad Cavern is a national 
park under the control of the Unit- 
ed States Government, Department 
of the Interior, the National Park 
Service. It was explored first by a 
cowboy named Jim White. People 
have known of the cave for fifty or 
sixty years on account of the num- 
ber of bats, estimated at three mil- 
lion, which spend the day there, 
coming out late in the evening and 
returning at dawn the next day. 
The bats come out of the cave in a

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funnel shaped cloud, circling around 
and around in the form of:a whirl- 
wind or cyclone. The bats live in a 
part of the cave where visitors are 
not taken. About 100,000 tons of 
guano or fertilizer have been taken 
from the cave, indicating that mil- 
lions of bats must have used the 
cave for centuries. 


The Government acquired the 
caverns in 1923 as a national mon- 
ument, and it was created a na- 
tional park in 1930. Parts of the 
cave are known to extend 1,300 feet 
deep, and thirty-two miles of pas- 
sage ways, tunnels and rooms have 
been explored. A visitor cannot 
walk through all this in one day. 
The trails are plainly marked, very 
comfortable, and perfectly safe, 
with stairways at difficult points. 
Concealed electric lights are turned 
on by the guides, one section at a 
time, as the party advances. The 
part of the cavern regularly shown 
visitors is about 800 feet below the 
surface, a little lessthan one-sixth 
of a mile. An electric elevator 
takes one up or down for fifty cents 
extra, but our group walked both 
down and up. We wanted to see 
all th&t was to be seen. 


The “big room” in the caverns 
is 4,000 feet long, 625 feet wide at 
the widest place, and 300 feet high. 
The marvelous formations of sta- 
lactites and stalagmites, frost work, 
onyx draperies, etc., are beautiful 
examples of the handiwork of God, 
formed by the dripping and evap- 
oration of water. One dome is 
estimated to have taken sixty mil- 
lions years to form. However, that 
is purely guesswork, and scientists 
fling about millions of years as 
casually as if they had absolute

How profoundly moved a Chris- 
tian ought to be when he thinks 
of Hell and the millions who go 
there! It is little wonder that the 
modern Christians have gotten a- 
way from the burden and passion 
for the salvation of sinners. They 
have forgotten the Bible teaching 
on Hell. The preachers have ex- 
plained away the torments of the 
damned! What a compelling mo- 
tive we have for prayer, for 
preaching, for soul winning when 
we learn that every responsible hu- 
man being who leaves this world 
without definite change in heart, 
immediately lifts his eyes in Hell, 
tormented in flame! 


The motive of saving sinners 
from Hell moved Paul the apostle. 
He was so troubled becatise his 
kinsmen, the Jews, were in danger 
of Hell, that he could honestly 
say: 

“I say the truth in Christ, I 
lie not, my conscience also bear- 
ing me witness in the Holy 
Ghost, that I have great heavi- 
ness and continual sorrow in my 
heart.

The burden of his heart was so 
great that after leaving Ephesus, 
he called together the preachers 
of the city, most of them converted, 
doubtless, under his ministry, and 
reminded them: 


“Therefore watch, and remem- 
ber, that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every 
one night and day with tears.” 
Acts 20:31). 


Paul realized the doom of a soul: 


it never left him! Day after day he— 


toiled, working far into the night 
to teach people to repent, all the 
while the tears rolling down his 
face! Paul did not have any differ- 
ent gospel from what we have. He 
just had a deeper concern for the 
Salvation of sinners. With him it 
was a holy passion, practically the 
only concern of his life.

scientific proof, or the testimony of 
eyewitnesses. Our great God 
formed the Carlsbad Caverns .and 
its beauties and wonders without 
consulting the puny suppositions of 
so-called scientists who are really 
very bad guessers anyway. 

Carlsbad Caverns is open to 
tourists the year around. The en- 
trance fee is $1.50, and it is well 
worth it. Tourists may have lunch 
at noon in the cave or take their 
lunch with them. Carlsbad has 
good hotels and tourist camps, and 
there are other tourist camps near- 
er the caverns. Photographs of the 
cave and descriptive booklets are 
sold in the cave and nearby. 


Rock of Ages 


The whole trip was very impres- 
sive. Many things cannot be ap- 
preciated in a moment’s time. Only 
by a long hearing of the finest mus- 
ic can musical appreciation be de- 
veloped. Appreciation for lovely 
paintings grows by long contact 
with works of art. So it is very for- 
tunate that the tourist spends six 
or six and a half hours in Carlsbad 
Caverns. The immensity of it, the 
beauty of it, grows on one. A deep 
sense of awe slowly takes posses- 
sion of any reverent.heart. I found 
myself quoting again and again 
from the eighth Psalm: 

“When I consider thy heavens, 
the works of thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars, which thou 
hast ordained; 

“What is man, that thou art 
mindful of him? and the son o} 
man, that thou visitest him?” 

and from the 19th Psalm: 

“The heavens declare the glo- 
ry of God; and the firmament 
showeth his handiwork. 

“Day wnto day uttereth speech, 
and night unto night sheweth 
knowledge. 

“There is no speech nor lar 
guage where their voice is not 
heard.” 


I know that those-verses are about 
the heavens, and not primarily 
about a cave, but they apply to all 
the majestic handiwork of God. 
Sensible and reverent people must 
feel the littleness of man and the 
greatness of the Creator as they 
spend several hours in Carlsbad 
Caverns. 

The most impressive moment for 
all who enter the caverns is when 
they assemble together on stone 
Seats at one end of the big room, 
at the base of a giant stalagmite 
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called “‘The Rock of Ages.”’ This is 
a beautiful formation of rock as 
delicately carved as by the hand 
of a master sculptor. Indeed the 
Master of all sculptors, God Him- 
self, formed this lovely thing with 
His fingers. After a talk by...Col- 
onel Thomas Boles, the superin- 
tendent ,the lights were turned out 
and a male quartette several hun- 
dred feet away sang. 


“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 

Let me hide myself in Thee; 

Let the water and the blood, 

From Thy wounded side which 
flowed, 

Be of sin the double cure, 

Save from wrath and make me 
pure. 


“Could my tears forever flow, 
Could my zeal'no languor know, 
These for sin could not atone; 
Thou must save, and Thou alone: 
In my hand no price I bring, 
Simply to Thy cross I cling. 


“While I draw this fleeting 
breath, 

When my eyes shall close in 
death, 

When I rise to worlds unknown, 

And behold Thee on Thy throne, 

Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 

Let me hide myself in Thee.” 


In utter darkness where one 
could not see his hand before his 
face, with not a particle of light 
coming through the hundreds of 
feet of rock between us and the 
sun, the entire company heard the 
sweet tones and sweeter words. I 
trust that every heart turned, as 
mine did, in gratitude and love to 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the Rock of 
Ages, Who alone can “be of sin 
the double cure, save from wrath 
and make me pure.” I prayed dur- 
ing the time, and Brother Sam 
Morris told me later he did the 
same, that some poor sinner would 
put his trust in the Saviour 
through the singing of those three 
verses of that old gospel hymn. I 
was reminded how the 19th Psalm 
speaks first of how nature tells of 
God, but then verse 7 says that the 
law of the Lord (the Bible) is bet- 
ter even than nature; it is perfect, 
converting the soul! The hearts 
might be awed by the handiwork 
of God in the caverns, but the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ 
tells of the Saviour Who died to 
Save sinners! God’s handiwork 
tells of creation, but Jesus tells of 
redemption! 


Nature Under A Curse 


I was reminded in Carlsbad Cav- 
erns, how everywhere the foot of 
man has trod, the curse of sin fol- 
lows. In the Garden of Eden there 
were no beasts of prey and man 
and beast were friends without 
fear. But no sooner did sin come 
in until man became the enemy of 
all God’s creation, and, the curse 
went wherever man went. In the 
Garden of Eden there’were no 
thorns or thistles, no poison ivy, no 
plant pests. But no sooner was 
man, the sinner, cast outside the 
Garden, than God cursed the 
ground and said, “Thorns and this- 
tles shall it bring forth.” 

When man goes into the far 
North or South into virgin. terri- 
tory, he finds the p Ss and 
other such animal life friendly and 
unafraid. But it is not long until 
the same wild fear enters them 
that characterizes God’s creation 
everywhere, with regard to man. 
Wherever man goes to break the 
virgin soil, he is followed by weeds, 
by bacteria. So in the Carlsbad 
Caverns we saw the Government 
has to take strenuous care lest 
souvenir hunters mar the handi- 
work of God. We were reminded 
that in a moment a casual hand 
could destroy the work of centur- 
ies. Where men go, the handiwork 
of God will be defiled. Cigarette 
smoke will darken the glittering 
frostwork as exquisite as the carv- 
ing in the hands of. an artist in 
delicate jewelry or precious gems. 
Domes, stalagmites, stalactites and 
lily pads will be smirched, we were 
told, by the perspiration on the 
hands of those who touch them. 
In the awe inspiring spaces and 
created beauty of the caverns we 
were reminded of the glory of God, 
and the frailty and sin of man. 

How glorious it will be in the 
millennial reign of Christ when the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord as. the waters cover 
the sea, and when the curse of sin 
will be removed! Then the beauties 
of Carlsbad and a thousand other 
undiscovered and unexcelled caves 


will be seen in pristine beauty by 
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tians toward sinners: 

“And others save with fear, 
pulling them out of the fire; hat- 
img even the garment spotted by 
the flesh.’ 

May God grant that this book 
may print in the hearts of Chris- 
tians a holy fear concerning Hell, 
so they will snatch their loved ones 
out of the fire itself! 


Soul Worth More Than Body; The 
Boy Who Fell In A Well 


A good many years ago men 
were digging an oil well near Elec- 
tra, Texas, eighteen miles north of 
my boyhood home. They had drilled 
the hole down into the earth 180 
feet with a twelve inch bit and had 
stopped for some reason for a little 
while. Children played about the 
uncovered hole in the earth until 
on the derrick floor, a five-year old 
boy slipped and fell down, down 
into the earth, feet first. The hole 
was tight and the boy went down 
slowly; the fall did not kill him. If 
only he could be rescued in time! 
Men, attracted by the screams of 
the children, began to gather. The 
word spread like wild fire until 
from nearby towns and cities the 
people thronged to the well. The fa- 
ther said, “My God, don’t tell his 


mother, we'll get him cut some 
way!” They put a rope around his | 
body to let him down in the well, 
but his broad shoulders stuck in 
the twelve-inch hole. They tried in 
vain again and again to loop a rope 
over the shoulders of the child, but 
down in the darkness he fought it 
off. 

Salt water was slowly rising in 
the hole, the baby boy cried again 
and again, “Daddy, get me out!” 
Every device the frenzied oil men 
could think of was used as the 
boy’s cries grew weaker and weak- 
er. When at last the cries were 
stopped and it was certain the little 
fellow was dead, they let down 
grab-hooks and brought to the sur- 
face the little body, chilled and 
strangled. The rough and profane 
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oil field workers, having done their 
best, and unable to save the child, 
sat-down and cried like children in 
helpless grief. Well they might, for 
one little child’s life was worth all 
the effort they could put forth. I 
would feel it so if it were my child, 
too. 

But in the same grief-stricken 
crowd, estimated at 5,000 people, 
gathered around that derrick, there 
were probably hundreds unsaved, 
without any hope in this world, but 
that they soon would die, be buried, 
and like the rich man, lift their 
eyes in Hell! The little boy was, 
we may be sure, “safe in the arms 
of Jesus.” He who took the little 
children in His arms and blessed 
them, we feel sure takes unac- 
countable children to His bosom 
when they die. How strange, pass- 
ing strange, that men care so much 
about this life and so little about 
eternity! 

If a ship founders at sea, mil- 
lions of dollars worth of equipment 
are rushed into service to save the 
physical lives of those on board. 
To save a life, these days, all of 
modern science, doctors, nurses, 
hospitals, money — all are spent 
lavishly. In times of depression 
like these, billions of dollars are be- 
ing spent on relief, to see that 
little children have shoes, or that 
men and women have food and a 
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the redeemed who walk in light. 

Brother Morris said to me while 
we were in the cave, “Don’t you 
wish the Government would let you 
preach down here every day to this 
crowd? Wouldn’t it have been fine 
if some preacher had discovered 
this cavern and preached every day 
to the tourists ?” 

This three days vacation was a 
honeymoon for Mrs. Rice and me, 
fourteen years delayed. After I 
had pushed and pulled and hauled 
her up the long climb 700 feet to 
the surface, I told her I wished we 
had taken the trip when we were 
first married for then she only 
weighed 117 pounds! But we were 
about the first ones out, and got 
away before others started their 
cars. : 

419 people went through the 
caverns on that day. 179 of them 
were from Texas. Some. twenty- 
four states were represented. Some 
days the number is a great deal 
more. The cavern is open the year 
round. Of 92,000 tourists who went 
through in one season, 52,000 were 
from Texas. About 600,000 people 
have gone through the cave, we 
were told. 

The entrance to the caverns is 
on top of a hill or plateau after 
a lovely drive up a canyon, con- 
stantly rising until one comes out 
on top. Aside from the immediate 
vicinity ,the road from Dallas is 
comparatively level. It is paved all 
the way. The distance is approxi- 
mately 600 miles. 


It was a great joy to be with 
Brother Sam Morris and Mrs. Mor- 


‘ris. We talked and laughed, stud- 


ied the Bible and prayed together. 
They love the Lord, they believe 
the Bible. Brother Sam Morris is 
doing a great work in his Voice 
of Temperance broadcasts gan radio 
XEPN at 8:30 p. m. daily. The 
work of the First Baptist Church 
at Stamford under his leadership 
has been greatly blessed of God. 
Brother Morris will soon have some 
valuable books off the press. As 
readers of this paper know, he is 
to teach in our Bible School No- 
vember 3rd to the 10th in Dallas. 


Again, I want to express my grat- 
itude to God for three days of va- 
cation with my good wife and with 
Brother and Sister Morris, and I 
make grateful acknowledgement to

our bread and butter, we make dili- 
gent inquiries in the industrial cen- 


ters, and if we find that the shops, 


stores, and factories are more than 
fullhanded, it is pretty hard work 
to be hopeful that we are going to 
get work. 

If we are ill and our physician is 
at a loss to know what next to try 
in order to alleviate us, it is not at 
all easy to convince ourselves that 
we are going speedily to recover. 


It is so human to look and crave 
for something in sight that will 
help the Lord out. In time of need 
if we can only find a little some- 
thing for God to begin on, we seem 
so much better satisfied. To need 
a sum of money and not be able 
to think of a friend, @ man or a 
monied institution from which it 
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might be obtained, gives a dark 
background to the scene. 

To need work and to find that 
throngs of others as needy as your- 
self are also idle makes the human 
outlook very dark. To be in bed 
day after day, feeling no better, 
but rather worse, doctor’s bill in- 
creasing, business suffering and 
patience giving out, make a situa- 
tion in which relief does not seem 
very probable. The trouble is, 
there does not appear to be a single 
human prospect to begin on. The 
ouflook is all liabilities, with no re- 
sources to help out. 

Now, to God’s child what is the 
real situation? Is there nothing but 
liabilities? Much every way. Are 
there no resources? Yea, thou- 
sands, millions, billions, trillions!

We ought to “re- 
member the poor,” as the scrip- 
ture says, but a million times mare 
important is one soul. Let us save 
souls from Hell first and then make 
men comfortable if we can. 


Man's Duty to Man

-» Jesus said: 

“For what shail it profit a 
man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? Or 
what shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul?” (Mark 8: 
36, 37). 

My soul is worth more than the 
world! And the soul of any poor 
sinner is worth to him just as much 
as mine is to me, worth more than 
the whole world. Sinners, every- 
thing is lost if your soul is lost. 
That is one way Jesus had of meas- 
uring the value of a soul. 


But the best measure of how Jes- 
us felt about this, is that He died 
for sinners. If you ever doubt that 
there is a real, a terrible, a burn- 
ing and eternal Hell, just go back 
and read again the story of Christ 
in the Garden of Gethsemane, of 
Christ on Calvary’s cross. If there 
is not a Hell, then the bloody 
sweat in the garden was wasted.
